2. Claims 1-3, 5-10 and 12- 26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner agrees 
with applicant's arguments that there is no motivation to combine the cited references to arrive at 
the claimed assembly. The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a motivation for using a 
second diffusion channel configured and arranged to provide fluid communication between the 
interior chamber of the housing and an exterior or aperture in addition to a first diffusion channel 
having extended length configured and arranged to provide fluid communication between the 
interior chamber and the inside of an enclosure or second aperture. The objections to the 
specification and abstract have been overcome and are withdrawn.
